BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:7

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) A budget is hereby adopted and, subject8

to the provisions set forth in the following sections, the several9

amounts specified in parts I through VIII of this act, or so much10

thereof as shall be sufficient to accomplish the purposes designated,11

are hereby appropriated and authorized to be incurred for salaries,12

wages, and other expenses of the agencies and offices of the state and13

for other specified purposes for the fiscal biennium beginning July 1,14

2001, and ending June 30, 2003, except as otherwise provided, out of15

the several funds of the state hereinafter named.16

(2) Unless the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions17

in this section apply throughout this act.18
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(a) "Fiscal year 2002" or "FY 2002" means the fiscal year ending1

June 30, 2002.2

(b) "Fiscal year 2003" or "FY 2003" means the fiscal year ending3

June 30, 2003.4

(c) "FTE" means full time equivalent.5

(d) "Lapse" or "revert" means the amount shall return to an6

unappropriated status.7

(e) "Provided solely" means the specified amount may be spent only8

for the specified purpose. Unless otherwise specifically authorized in9

this act, any portion of an amount provided solely for a specified10

purpose which is unnecessary to fulfill the specified purpose shall11

lapse.12

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. If at any time during the 2001-2003 fiscal13

biennium the state general fund is projected to have a cash deficit as14

defined by RCW 43.88.050:15

(1) The governor shall first exercise his or her authority to make16

across the board allotment reductions pursuant to RCW 43.88.110.17

(2) The governor, in preparing any supplemental budget requests,18

after making any program reductions, shall first propose expenditure of19

emergency reserve funds to respond to any remaining general fund cash20

deficit prior to proposing any general fund tax increase.21

(3) The legislature, in adopting any supplemental budget, after22

making any program reductions, shall first make appropriations from the23

emergency reserve fund to respond to any remaining general fund cash24

deficit prior to authorizing any general fund tax increase.25

The committee shall consult with the Washington state institute for3

public policy regarding data and findings from the institute’s current4

studies on these issues. A report of the follow-up study shall be5

submitted to the relevant policy and fiscal committees of the6

legislature by December 21, 2001. Upon the completion of the follow-up7

review, the committee shall make a determination whether an additional8

phase of study is needed. If further study is indicated, the committee9

shall submit to the relevant policy and fiscal committees of the10

legislature its plan and cost estimate for such study by March 29,11

2002.12

(5) $140,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal13

year 2002 is provided for a study of children’s mental health in14

Washington. The study shall include but not be limited to:15

(a) A review of plans and services for children, including those16

for early periodic screening, diagnosis, and treatment;17

(b) A review of the implementation of the plans;18

(c) A review of the availability and reliability of fiscal,19

program, and outcome data relating to mental health services provided20

to children; and21

(d) A survey of mental health services for children among the22

state’s regional support networks.23

The committee shall make recommendations, as appropriate, for the24

improvement of services and system performance, including the need for25

performance and client outcome measures. The committee may contract26

for consulting services in conducting the study. The committee shall27

submit a report to the appropriate policy and fiscal committees of the28

legislature by July 1, 2002.29

(6) Within the amounts provided in this section, the joint30

legislative audit and review committee shall conduct a study of the31

Washington management service. The study shall include findings32

regarding (a) growth in the number of positions in the Washington33

management service, (b) growth in salary levels and structure since the34

Washington management service’s inception, and (c) other compensation35

practices used within the Washington management service. The36

department of personnel shall cooperate with the committee in37

conducting the study and provide information as requested by the38
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committee. The committee shall provide a report to the fiscal1

committees of the legislature by December 31, 2001.2

(7) Within the amounts provided in this section, the joint3

(c) The director shall contract for an independent evaluation of12

the pilot program benefits and costs. A final evaluation shall be13

submitted to the governor and the fiscal committees of the legislature14

no later than February 1, 2002.15

(d) The chair of the office of public defense advisory committee16

shall appoint an implementation committee to:17

(i) Develop criteria for a statewide program to improve dependency18

and termination defense;19

(ii) Examine caseload impacts to the courts resulting from improved20

defense practices; and21

(iii) Identify methods for the efficient use of expert services and22

means by which parents may effectively access services.23

An eligible22

nonprofit organization must be formed solely for the purpose of, and be23

experienced in, providing gavel-to-gavel television coverage of state24

government deliberations and other events of statewide significance and25

must have received a determination of tax-exempt status under section26

501(c)(3) of the federal internal revenue code. The funding level for27

each year of the contract shall be based on the amount provided in this28

subsection and adjusted to reflect the implicit price deflator for the29

previous year. The nonprofit organization shall be required to raise30

contributions or commitments to make contributions, in cash or in kind,31

in an amount equal to forty percent of the state contribution. The32

office of the secretary of state may make full or partial payment once33

all criteria in (a) and (b) of this subsection have been satisfactorily34

documented.35

(b) The legislature finds that the commitment of on-going funding36

is necessary to ensure continuous, autonomous, and independent coverage37

of public affairs. For that purpose, the secretary of state shall38
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enter into a four-year contract with the nonprofit organization to1

provide public affairs coverage through June 30, 2006.2

(c) The nonprofit organization shall prepare an annual independent3

audit, an annual financial statement, and an annual report, including4

benchmarks that measure the success of the nonprofit organization in5

meeting the intent of the program.6

(b) "Enrollment percent" means the district’s resident special7

education annual average enrollment, excluding the birth through age8

two enrollment, as a percent of the district’s annual average full-time9

equivalent basic education enrollment. For the 2001-02 and the 2002-0310

school years, each district’s funded enrollment percent shall be the11

lesser of the district’s actual enrollment percent for the school year12

for which the allocation is being determined or 12.7 percent for the13

2001-02 school year or 13.0 percent for the 2002-03 school year.14

(7) At the request of any interdistrict cooperative of at least 1515

districts in which all excess cost services for special education16

students of the districts are provided by the cooperative, the maximum17

enrollment percent shall be 12.7 percent for the 2001-02 school year18

and 13.0 percent for the 2002-03 school year, and shall be calculated19

in the aggregate rather than individual district units.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 901. EXPENDITURE AUTHORIZATIONS. The3

appropriations contained in this act are maximum expenditure4

authorizations. Pursuant to RCW 43.88.037, moneys disbursed from the5

treasury on the basis of a formal loan agreement shall be recorded as6

loans receivable and not as expenditures for accounting purposes. To7

the extent that moneys are disbursed on a loan basis, the corresponding8

appropriation shall be reduced by the amount of loan moneys disbursed9

from the treasury during the 1999-01 biennium.10

NEW SECTION. Sec. 902. INFORMATION SYSTEMS PROJECTS. Agencies11

shall comply with the following requirements regarding information12

systems projects when specifically directed to do so by this act.13

(1) Agency planning and decisions concerning information technology14

shall be made in the context of its information technology portfolio.15

"Information technology portfolio" means a strategic management16

approach in which the relationships between agency missions and17

information technology investments can be seen and understood, such18

that: Technology efforts are linked to agency objectives and business19

plans; the impact of new investments on existing infrastructure and20

business functions are assessed and understood before implementation;21

and agency activities are consistent with the development of an22

integrated, nonduplicative statewide infrastructure.23

(2) Agencies shall use their information technology portfolios in24

making decisions on matters related to the following:25

(a) System refurbishment, acquisitions, and development efforts;26

(b) Setting goals and objectives for using information technology27

in meeting legislatively-mandated missions and business needs;28

(c) Assessment of overall information processing performance,29

resources, and capabilities;30

(d) Ensuring appropriate transfer of technological expertise for31

the operation of any new systems developed using external resources;32

and33

(e) Progress toward enabling electronic access to public34

information.35
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(3) Each project will be planned and designed to take optimal1

advantage of Internet technologies and protocols. Agencies shall2

ensure that the project is in compliance with the architecture,3

infrastructure, principles, policies, and standards of digital4

government as maintained by the information services board.5

(4) The agency shall produce a feasibility study for information6

technology projects at the direction of the information services board7

and in accordance with published department of information services8

policies and guidelines. At a minimum, such studies shall include a9

statement of: (a) The purpose or impetus for change; (b) the business10

value to the agency, including an examination and evaluation of11

benefits, advantages, and cost; (c) a comprehensive risk assessment12

based on the proposed project’s impact on both citizens and state13

operations, its visibility, and the consequences of doing nothing; (d)14

the impact on agency and statewide information infrastructure; and (e)15

the impact of the proposed enhancements to an agency’s information16

technology capabilities on meeting service delivery demands.17

(5) The agency shall produce a comprehensive management plan for18

each project. The plan or plans shall address all factors critical to19

successful completion of each project. The plan(s) shall include, but20

is not limited to, the following elements: A description of the21

problem or opportunity that the information technology project is22

intended to address; a statement of project objectives and assumptions;23

a definition and schedule of phases, tasks, and activities to be24

accomplished; and the estimated cost of each phase. The planning for25

the phased approach shall be such that the business case justification26

for a project needs to demonstrate how the project recovers cost or27

adds measurable value or positive cost benefit to the agency’s business28

functions within each development cycle.29

(6) The agency shall produce quality assurance plans for30

information technology projects. Consistent with the direction of the31

information services board and the published policies and guidelines of32

the department of information services, the quality assurance plan33

shall address all factors critical to successful completion of the34

project and successful integration with the agency and state35

information technology infrastructure. At a minimum, quality assurance36

plans shall provide time and budget benchmarks against which project37

progress can be measured, a specification of quality assurance38

responsibilities, and a statement of reporting requirements. The39
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quality assurance plans shall set out the functionality requirements1

for each phase of a project.2

(7) A copy of each feasibility study, project management plan, and3

quality assurance plan shall be provided to the department of4

information services, the office of financial management, and5

legislative fiscal committees. The plans and studies shall demonstrate6

a sound business case that justifies the investment of taxpayer funds7

on any new project, an assessment of the impact of the proposed system8

on the existing information technology infrastructure, the disciplined9

use of preventative measures to mitigate risk, and the leveraging of10

private-sector expertise as needed. Authority to expend any funds for11

individual information systems projects is conditioned on the approval12

of the relevant feasibility study, project management plan, and quality13

assurance plan by the department of information services and the office14

of financial management.15

There is created a local fund known as the "financial services16

regulation fund" which shall consist of all moneys received by the17

divisions of the department of financial institutions, except for the18

division of securities which shall deposit thirteen percent of all19

moneys received, and which shall be used for the purchase of supplies20

and necessary equipment; the payment of salaries, wages, and utilities;21

the establishment of reserves; and other incidental costs required for22

the proper regulation of individuals and entities subject to regulation23

by the department. The state treasurer shall be the custodian of the24

fund. Disbursements from the fund shall be on authorization of the25

director of financial institutions or the director’s designee. In26

order to maintain an effective expenditure and revenue control, the27

fund shall be subject in all respects to chapter 43.88 RCW, but no28

appropriation is required to permit expenditures and payment of29

obligations from the fund.30

There is created a forest development account in the state36

treasury. The state treasurer shall keep an account of all sums37
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deposited therein and expended or withdrawn therefrom. Any sums placed1

in the account shall be pledged for the purpose of paying interest and2

principal on the bonds issued by the department, and for the purchase3

of land for growing timber. Any bonds issued shall constitute a first4

and prior claim and lien against the account for the payment of5

principal and interest. No sums for the above purposes shall be6

withdrawn or paid out of the account except upon approval of the7

department.8

Moneys in the fund may be spent only for the purposes of this chapter28

following legislative appropriation. Disbursements from the fund shall29

be on authorization of the director or the director’s designee. During30

the ((1999-2001)) 2001-2003 fiscal biennium, moneys in the fund may31

also be used by the military department for the purpose of assisting32

the state emergency response commission and coordinating local33

emergency planning activities.

through 49 (transportation, communications, electric, gas, and sanitary10

services), number 75 (automotive repair, services, and garages), number11

number 82 (educational services). The department shall establish the13

annual fee for each employer who reported ten thousand four hundred or14

more worker hours in the prior calendar year in industries identified15

by this section, provided that fees assessed shall not be more than two16

dollars and fifty cents per full time equivalent employee.

The fees shall be18

collected solely from employers whose industries have been identified19

by rule under this chapter.

Criminal justice purposes are8

defined as activities that substantially assist the criminal justice9

system, which may include circumstances where ancillary benefit to the10

civil or juvenile justice system occurs, and which includes (a)11

domestic violence services such as those provided by domestic violence12

The education savings account is created in the state treasury.6

The account shall consist of all moneys appropriated to the account by7

the legislature.8

(1) Ten percent of legislative appropriations to the education9

savings account shall be distributed as follows: (a) Fifty percent to10

the distinguished professorship trust fund under RCW 28B.10.868; (b)11

seventeen percent to the graduate fellowship trust fund under RCW12

an annual registration fee to be established by the commission, after27

consultation with the committee and any state-wide snowmobile user28

groups. ((The fee shall be fifteen dollars pending action by the29

commission to increase the fee.)) The commission shall increase the30

current fee of twenty dollars by ((two)) five dollars ((and fifty31

cents)) effective September 30, ((1996)) 2001 , and the commission shall32

increase the fee by another ((two)) five dollars ((and fifty cents))33

effective September 30, ((1997)) 2002 .

82.24.020(2), 82.64.020, and section 420, chapter 271, Laws of 198915

shall be deposited into the account. Expenditures from the account may16

be used only for funding services and programs under chapter 271, Laws17

of 1989 and chapter 7, Laws of 1994 sp. sess., including state18

incarceration costs. Funds from the account may also be appropriated19

to reimburse local governments for costs associated with implementing20

(1) Make rules and regulations for the proper administration of its36

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(2) Accept any grants of funds made with or without a matching1

requirement by the United States, or any agency thereof, for purposes2

in keeping with the purposes of this chapter; accept gifts, bequests,3

devises and endowments for purposes in keeping with such purposes;4

enter into cooperative agreements with and provide for private5

nonprofit groups to use state park property and facilities to raise6

money to contribute gifts, grants, and support to the commission for7

the purposes of this chapter.

(1) The water quality account is hereby created in the state11

treasury. Moneys in the account may be used only in a manner12

consistent with this chapter. Moneys deposited in the account shall be13

administered by the department of ecology and shall be subject to14

legislative appropriation. Moneys placed in the account shall include15

tax receipts as provided in RCW 82.24.027, 82.26.025, and 82.32.390,16

principal and interest from the repayment of any loans granted pursuant17

to this chapter, and any other moneys appropriated to the account by18

the legislature.19

(2) The department may use or permit the use of any moneys in the20

account to make grants or loans to public bodies, including grants to21

public bodies as cost-sharing moneys in any case where federal, local,22

If any provision of this act or its9

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the10

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other11

persons or circumstances is not affected.12

NEW SECTION. Sec. 924. This act is necessary for the immediate13

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the14

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect15

immediately, except for section 911 of this act which takes effect July16
